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Wilhelm arrived in port with a case of confluent smallpox on board. 
The ship was from Havre, via Habana. The case developed after 
leaving Habana. The patient, a Syrian, was removed from the vessel 
to an isolated house to the north of the city, the compartments of the 
vessel w T ere disinfected, and all hands vaccinated who did not show 
good and recent scars or evidences of a previous attack of the disease. 
No subsequent cases have appeared on the vessel. 

Three cases of yellow fever were reported in the city during the 
past week.
